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From the Bishop: — “These things I have spoken unto you, tiiat in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye shall have tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have 


overcome the world”’. 
(St John 16 : 33). 


The earthly life of Jesus was full of tribulation. Notwithstanding, in obedience 
to the Father’s will, he set his face stedfastly to go to Jerusalem, knowing full well that 
he would be betrayed, arrested, tried, scourged, humiliated, spit upon, and put to death. 

To the unbelieving world, his death on the cross ended a life of complete failure: 
but as he had predicted, on the third day he rose again, and appeared to many including 
the disciples on the evening of Easter Day, when they were huddled together behind locked 
doors for fear of the Jews. His greeting — “Peace be with you” — filled them with joy. 
“Then were the disciples glad when they saw the Lord” (St. Jonn 20 : 20). 

Peace and joy through the Risen Christ’s victory over death — this is the EASTER 
MESSAGE: the strength of life overcomes the power of death; inner joy and peace heralds 
the victory over suffering and pain. To the Christian, — the Resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead is the victory that overcomes the world. ‘This is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith’. (1 John 5 : 4). “Wherefore God also hath hignly exalted him, 
and given him a name which is above every name: that at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things under the earth, and that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the Father”. 
(Phil 2 : 8-11). 

The problem of suffering and pain is still with us. We view with dismay the world’s 
tribulations — many brought about by man’s abuse of his free-will, and the natural law. 
War and its attrocities, flood, famine, disease, etc., are very much with us. A United Nations 
report estimates that 40,000 children die daily from hunger and malnutrition alone — an 
irony, when at the same time billions of dollars are being spent on weapons of destruction. 

We cannot hope to understand it all, but after our Lord’s example, one practical 
step is possible — to seek to alleviate by every appointed means the lot of the hungry, 
thirsty, ill clad, prisoners and captives, the sick and those in need or distress. (Cf.-St. Matthew 
25 : 35 — 46). : 

As Dietrich Bonhoeffer has said, — ‘We must persevere in quiet meditation on the 
life, the sayings, the actions, the passion and death of Christ in order to learn what God 
promises and what he fulfils. One thing is certain, we must always live close to the presence 
of God for that is the newness of life; and then nothing is impossible. No earthly power 
can touch us, danger can only drive us closer to Him. Our joy is hidden in suffering, our 
life hidden in death’’. 

God said to Moses: — “Is the Lord’s hand waxed short? thou shalt see now whether 
my word shall come to pass unto thee or not.” (Numbers 11 : 23). And St. Paul confidently 
affirms: — “For all the promises of God in him are yes, and in him Amen, unto the glory 
of God by us’. (2 Cor. 1 : 20). 

I do hope that the Victory, Joy, and Peace, of which Easter speaks will be ours both 
now and always.

THE ANNUAL CONVOCATION 


The 23rd Annual Convocation was held in Tai Chung from the 17th to the 19th of 
February. The island had had continual rain since the beginning of the month (and the 
heaviest recorded rainfall over a Chinese New Year). However, we were blessed with 2 days 
of good weather -and how we rejoiced therein! The Conference opened, as did each day, 
with. the Eucharist. 


At the first session, Pastor Hsu of the Lutheran Church (an old friend of the Bishop 
from Hongkong) addressed the meeting on recent oecumenical developments with stress 
on the marks of holiness, unity, and fellowship. 


A welcome visitor was Father Ou who had left St. Paul’s, Kaohsiung, to go to Costa 
Rica on the 17th February 1982, and whether by coincidence or design, was beginning a 
return visit to Taiwan exactly to the day on which he had left! With him came Pastor Yeh 
of the Presbyterian Church. Regular services are now established in Chinese in this Spanish 
speaking area though differences in dialect presented quite a difficulty. At various points 
in the Convocation, the Bishop emphasized the importance of commitment, and in this 
respect called for more vocations to the priesthood. In the next few years, the diocese will 
lose several men through retirement. To meet the need for their replacement, he expressed 
the hope of seeing 5 ordinands in the theological colleges this year, and thereafter the aim 
ought to be 10 a year! 


The old ‘stalwart? — Mr Lei Fa Tsang -was in good form and quite resilient as he gave 
a report on the visit to the U.S.A. as the head of a Christian goodwill mission. The Bishop 
welcomed back from further studies in the States, Fr. Pong Tak Yu, and Fr. Charles Chen: 
he also paid tribute to the loyal service to the diocese of Fr. Yang Cheng Hai on his retire- 
ment. 


A pleasing feature of the synod was that whilst the old ‘brigade’ was still in the as- 
cendancy, there was a healthy sprinkling of young delegates. 


A motion that the Convocation be held once every 2 years instead of annually, as at 
present, was defeated. 


The next Convocation will be held at Good Shepherd Church,Shih Lin, when a new 
multi — purpose building is scheduled for completion. A welcome innovation will be the 
inclusion of a Sunday so that delegates can have the opportunity of worship and fellowship 
with Christians in the local Church. 


Father Henry Pan, his wife, and a willing band of helpers (teachers from the kinder- 
garten), provided tasty snacks at the morning and evening breaks..and a welcome ‘Good- 
night’ collation. 


— the Reverend YANG CHENG HAI - retires — 
1st April 1983. 


Father Yang was born in 19/9, in the Mainland, 
in the city of Sun Yat Sen, the Father-Founder of the 
R.O.C., Wu Chiang, Hupei. His father had a great influence 
on him, and though not a Christian, took him to church. 


For 24 years he served in the Air Force as a Sub- 
celonel, and came to Taiwan in 1949. 


Most of his life has centred round Kangshan, where 
on arrival he became active as a layman, and later received 
baptism at the hand of one of the first Chinese priests - 
Fr. Liu Yu Yeh ( SAS ). He, his wife, 3 sons and a 
daughter, in due time were confirmed by Bishop Kennedy. 


In 1964, he was selected by Bishop Gilson to train for Holy Orders and went to Tainan 
Theological College. On completion of the course, he was made Deacon in May 1967, 
and priested on the 3rd of November the same year, by Bishop James Wong. 


Having served 6 months at St Andrew’s, Chiading, from 1968 to 1982, he was at All 
Saints’ Church Kangshan, where he started the Kindergarten and saw the hostel dedicated 
in 1981 by Bishop James Pong. With a twinkle in his eye, he said, “I started my ministry 
in St. Andrew’s, Chiading, and I ended it there! So the wheel has come full circle” (he 
was acting as Priest-in-Charge until Fr Charles Chen took over on his return from the States). 
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Father Yang had a great fund of illustrations. Two of his favourites: - Our Church life 
should be like a table supported by four legs, -Bible Reading, Prayer, Fellowship, and wit- 
nessing to what we believe. AND the GOSPEL is like water -cleansing, strengthening, and 
powerful. Happily married for over 37 years, two sons are in the U.S.A., whilst a son and 
daughter are in Taiwan, so in retirement there will probably be a little shuttling between 
‘here and there’. In expressing thanks for a faithful ministry, we wish Fr and Mrs Yang 
continuing good health and joy in their more leisurely days. 


SOME EVENTS FROM A WELL-FILLED KALENDAR 


6/1/1983 (Feast of the Epiphany) On the occasion of the 3rd anniversary of the Bishop’s 
consecration, the Episcopal Churchwomen entertained him to lunch. In the evening, at the 
Eucharist in the Cathedral, the Bishop gave a brief review of the steady progress of the 
Diocese. At the dinner which followed, in his reply to greetings and good wishes from 
Clergy and Laymen, the Bishop quoted from a Christmas Card received from Holy Car- 
penter Chyrch, Hongkong, -“You have given us so much. Give us one thing more, 
— GRATEFUL HEARTS”. 


29/1/1983 The Cathedral hosted a dinner of roast beef (without, however, the Yorkshire 
pudding!) for 3 visitors from the Province of the Pacific (Province Eight) — one of the nine 
such regional groupings of the Episcopal Church. They were: — the Revd.Canon Roswell 
O.Moore (president), the Ven. Clarence H.Stacy (Secretary), and Mrs Nancy Grandfield 
(President of the Altar Guild).

Francisco. — (May 30 — June 4).

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The Year of the Pig which dawned on the 13th February 1983 is regarded as a year of 
prosperity and wealth. The usual celebrations were somewhat muted by a very cold spell 
and incessant rain (Even the cats took refuge on the top of hot water tanks!) Rain, however, 
is regarded by country folk as an added sign of good luck and material success when it 
descends at this time of the year. If such predictions prove correct, it should be a bumper 
year! 


WEI YA (the 16th day of the 12th Moon) fell on January the 29th. It is the day when 
employers hand their workers a yearly bonus at a special feast. In the current world re- 
cession, bonuses were somewhat smaller than usual and in some cases none were given. 
Accordingly, shops recorded a great drop in New Year Sales. Umbrella retailers, however, 
did, and continue to do, a brisk business, and profits must have been substantial! A sea- 
soned observer of philosophical bent remarked rather aptly “‘a lot of Chinese probably saved 
a lot of money this year — with all this rain they stayed at home and played games so they 
were spared the expense of visiting and taking gifts to their friends. Instead they gave the 
traditional greeting ‘Kung Hsi -fa tsai’ (Congratulations -and may you be rich) by phone. 
.and that does’nt cost very much!” Incidentally, Christians usually leave out the ‘may you 
be rich’ bit: rightly so, for if one has God‘s blessing, that is wealth indeed whatever betide. 
New Year normally comes in with a bang, — plenty of noise, fire-crackers and the like, but 
with such heavy rain many saved their efforts for the Lantern Festival, the last day of the 
celebrations, but even so, compared with other years, it was rather a fizzle. 


Father Jason Ke is Vicar of St.Peter’s Church, Chiayi. He also has regular monthly cele- 
brations of the Eucharist in Tai Yu in a chapel which forms part of the home of Mr and Mrs 
Chien at Kou Bei. It is very much a house Church on New Testament lines and is fittingly 
furnished in Chinese style. At the New Year Mass on the 11th February some 25 neigh- 
bours and friends were there. After the service people stayed behind to chat and nibble at 
dainties whilst the children rejoiced greatly in receiving ‘hung Pao’ (red packets with gifts of 
money). Often called ‘ya’ (pressure) ‘suei’ (age) — ‘Chien’ (money) — one explanation given 
is that such gifts ‘press down’ the ageing process of children! Be that as it may, the gifts 
give great joy, and are used to buy candies, toys, and of course one of the delights of all 
- children — fire-crackers! 


At Holy Trinity Church, Keelung. Mr Chen, in spite of ‘getting on’, is still a good brush 
artist, and to mark New Year did some very meaningful Chinese scrolls to hang on either 
side of the Altar. At the time of the ‘Pax’, crackers were let off at the main door as a 
symbol of the joy of which the Christian faith speaks. 


It is always intriguing to note how the Chinese Lunar and Church Calendars often co-incide. 


February the 13th was the first day of the Chinese New Year marking the Spring Festival. 


February the 16th was Ash Wednesday, marking the beginning of Lent, the ‘Springtime’ of 
the soul. 


April the 3rd was EASTER DAY — the day of the Resurrection, when the women went 
to the tomb in the garden to annoint the body of Jesus only to find that He had already 
risen from the dead. 


April the 5th in Chinese reckoning -is ‘Ching Ming’ -“bright and clear” — or tomb-sweeping 
day, when Chinese people visit the graves of their ancestors and show respect. 


12th March 1983. Mr Liu Jui Chuan, who has given loyal service as janitor at Friend- 
ship House under all 4 bishops of Taiwan, was married to Ms. Lin Ju Fen, who hails from 
Burma. Our congratulations and all good wishes. Mr Liu’s ‘ming tzu’ means ‘lucky foun- 
tain or spring’ -having won such a lovely bride, perhaps he ought to change it to ‘lucky star’! 


29th March 1983 A farewell dinner was held in honour of Miss Lee who has been head- 
teacher at Good Shepherd Kindergarten for 12 years. Various speakers, including the 
Bishop, paid tribute to her work on this the occasion of her retirement. She received various 
gifts and a ’golden handshake’ in appreciation of her services. Her successor — Miss Lai -was 
commissioned on Easter Day. 


April the Ist A really fine day, the first for a long long time. Clear fresh air, singing birds, 
and the mango trees almost ready to unveil their candle-like flowers. 


April, 7,8, and 9 Seven Anglicans (not a bad community contribution) took part in a very 
enjoyable production of the Mikado. Somehow Gilbert and Sullivan by amateurs whom 
you know has a greater appeal, and in some respects moreso, than professional stagings.

AN APPEAL — by BIN FANG, Chief Secretary, Hsinpu Junior College of Technology. 


St. John’s & St. Mary’s Institute of Technology was founded by the Taiwan Episcopal 
Church on April 26, 1967, as a successor to St. John’s University and St. Mary’s Hall, 
Shanghai, Mainland China. To uphold the tradition of St. John’s University and St. Mary’s 
Hall, this institute has endeavored to provide its students with a quality education com- 
bining the ideals of Christian general education and the practices of modern technology. 
Graduates of this institute have made fine contributions to the rapid industrial and ec- 
onomic development of Taiwan in the last decade. Currently there are 2948 students in 
four departments — Mechanical Engineering, Electronic Engineering, Electrical Engineering 
and Industrial Engineering. 

Financial support from the Episcopal Church and the alumni of St. John’s University 
and St. Mary’s Hall played an important role in the founding stage of the college. The 
institute is self-supporting now with income from tuition and fees. Therefore it desperately 
needs other financial sources for future development. 


Since most of the students live on campus, recreation facilities are in great demand. 
On top cf the construction priority list are a multipurpose gymnasium and a recreation 
park. Fund-raising campaigns for both projects have been started. The campaign targets are 
not yet reached. The estimated cost for the gymnasium is US$750,000. The picture 
shown here is Kuan Hai Lou (Pavilion Overlooking the Sea) which will be the focal point in 
the recreation park. The construction cost for Kuan Hai lou is US$25 ,000.

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New secretary for ACC 


Atchbishop Robert Runcie and Mr John G. Denton, respectively President and Chair- 
man of the Anglican Consultative Council, have announced the appointment of the Rev. 
Dr Samuel Van Culin, aged 52, as the new Secretary General of the ACC. 


Dr Van Culin will succeed Bishop John Howe on January 1, 1983. 


The ACC, which was proposed by the 1968 Lambeth Conference, is a representative 
body of bishops, clergy and laity from the 28 self governing provinces of the 64 million 
strong Anglican Communion. Its task includes planning international mission policy and 
ecumenical initiatives, and fostering inter-Anglican co-operation and communication. 


In addition to servicing the council, the secretary general is Chairman of The Council 
of The Anglican Centre in Rome and assists the Archbishop of Canterbury in servicing the 
meeting of Anglican Primates and the Lambeth Conference of Bishops. 


The announcement of Dr Van Culin’s appointment is the culmination of a 13 months 
selection process. A four man panel, made up of Australia, East Asia, Scotland and Uganda 
representatives, received nominations from all over the world and prepared and interviewed 
a short list. Laity as well as clergy and bishops were considered. 


The final interviews and appointment were undertaken by the ACC standing com- 
mittee which was drawn from Australia, Canada, East Asia, England, Scotland, Tanzania, 
Uganda, USA, and The West Indies, and also includes the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


Archbishop Runcie has welcomed the appointment. He referred to Dr Van Culin as 
“someone who already seems to belong to the whole Anglican Communion rather than any 
one province.” 


Mr Denton paid tribute to the work of Bishop John Howe over 14 years as “remark- 
able contribution to the development of mutual responsibility and partnership among the 
Churches of the Anglican Communion’. 


He said the appointment of the Council’s next secretary general came at a crucial time 
in communion affairs across the world. 


“T believe that in Dr Van Culin the Council has appointed a man of vision, accomplish- 
ment and energy. His role will include working in close co-operation with the Churches of 
the communion, and with those Churches with whom Anglicans are in dialogue. 


Dr Van Culin, who is at present Executive for World Mission for the Episcopal Church, 
USA, has been invo!ved in the mission work of the Church in the USA for over 20 years. 


Born in Honolulu, he graduated from the high school there to Princeton University 
where he gained his BA degree in 1952. He completed a divinity degree from Virginia 


Theological Seminary in 1955 and in 1977 that college honoured him with the award of 
Honorary Doctor of Divinity. 


How does the secretary general elect see his new role? 


He stresses that it is not a position of jurisdication. It is a position of service. It is 
not a position of authority. It is a position of partnership and mutuality. Whatever authority 
it has is derived from the Archbishop of Canterbury, from the Council, the Primates and 
all the Churches. 
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He sees the role of the Council as assisting 
member Churches of the Anglican Communion 
to develop and deepen their international 
fellowship in order that their life as Churches | 
can be developed in service and witness.

Dear President Reagan: 


Since your inauguration, you have enhanced the stature of America in the eyes of the 
world by taking a firm line against communism. Through your sincere faith, high ideology, 
and unyielding posture, you have reinforced the faith of the free people everywhere in the 
assurance of victory over the forces of communism. 


Today, after two years of your presidency, we of the Christian Delegation from the 
R.O.C. were honored to be invited to the celebration of the 40th anniversary of the U.S. 
National Religious Broadcasters in Washington, D.C., and to initiate an alliance of friend- 
ship with Christians in America. We humbly accepted this invitation, and we take this rare 
opportunity here to sincerely extend to you our besi wishes and to encourage you in the 
following aspirations! 


1. We ask you to support the Republic of China, a most faithful friend and ally of 
the U.S.A. 


A strong national spirit and the principles cf liberty and freedom are highly valued 
in both the R.O.C. and the U.S.A. We had a long history of close, cordial diplomatic re- 
lations and especially during the years of World War II, we were close allied and we fought 
shoulder to shoulder to protect our precious freedoms. The unfortunate expiration of 
R.O.C. — U.S.A. diplomatic, relations in January 1979 was a blow to both nations and it 
cast a dark shadow over our future. Since your inauguration, we are happy to note, the 
relations between our peoples and our institutions have greatly improved. Because of this, 
we Chinese Christians are constantly praying that, as Jesus Christ taught us, there will 
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be no compromise with the evil forces of Satan in this world. We are praying that you will 
continue to support us in our fight against the communists, who are the disciples of Satan, 
and in our efforts for the peaceful reunion of China under ‘San Min Chu I’, the Three 
principles of the People of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, held so dear in the hearts of millions of the 
Chinese people. 


2. We ask you to stand fast in your global anti-Communist strategy. 


In your speech to the British Parliament last June 8th, you called on democratic forces 
to cast off the schemes of the Marxists and Leninists. In doing so, you emphasized your 
recognition of the dangers of communism and, your unfailing resolve to fight it at every 
turn. But if the free world is to defeat communism a global anti-communist strategy must 
be employed. We cannot unleash the forces of freedom in only a part of the world, and we 
dare not, for example, support Red China in an effort to restrain the U.S.S.R. They are 
both the enemies of freedom and we must not support either of them. 


Aleksander Solzhenitsyn emphasized this point recently when he warned against con- 
fusing our enemies with our friends even in the battle against evil. Supporting Red China 
as a world power as was done by former President Nixon was a dangerous step which 
worked to the detriment of not only the R.O.C. but also the U.S.A. and the rest of the 
free world. 


3. We ask that you continue to stand firm as a Christian leader of the free world. 


Last Christmas, you urged the American people to keep the traditional spirit of Christ- 
mas as the hope for humanity. You proclaimed 1983 as the Year of the Bible. In this 
new year, you have asked Americans to continue to pray for peace and prosperity and you 
expressed the wish for peace and hope for the peoples of the world. 


This is the best possible path of leadership, for the world, now more than ever, needs 
God’s blessings and should follow the teachings of the Bible. We sincerely respect your 
Christian outlook and we applaud your determination to lead the free world based on the 
Christian principles of justice, good will, and peace for all. We agree with the words of 
George Washington, “Every people in the world must recognize the truth of the Lord 
Almighty, obey His will, thank Him for His grace, and pray humbly for His mercy and 
protection.” It was also George Washington who warned, “Departed from the Lord, you 
cannot govern your country.” We trust you will hold true to these wise words of one of 
the founding fathers of America in leading the world into a new age of liberty and de- 
mocracy, free of the slavery and chains of communism, that will bring a lasting peace for 
all people. 


May God grant you good health, peace and prosperity to your nation, and his mercy 
and grace on us all.

Dear Bishop Cheung: 


We have recantly received the Summer 1982 issue of “Friendship” and were saddened 
to learn that Father Herbert Yen Chin Ming died this summer.

In memory of Father Yen we are sending a gift to 
help toward rebuilding St. Mark’s Church. A check for $1,000.00 is being forwarded to you 
through the Church of the Good Shepherd, our current parish.

Does the address on this letter look familiar? It should because that’s what you saw 
three years ago. After two years in Sewanee, the Craighills are back in Princeton.. The 
death a year and a half ago of the Dean of the School of Theology, Terry Holmes, and 
a major cutback in the seminary’s budget forced University authorities to eliminate the 
position of Assistant Dean, which I had been brought in to initiate. Consequently, this past 
summer we packed up our belongings and after a wonderful August vacation, we headed 
back to our welcoming home in Princeton. 


Having been looking for a new position since last April, I am happy to say that just 
this week I found one! At the end of January I will join the religion department and the 
chaplaincy of Episcopal Academy in Philadelphia. This large, coeducational day school on 
the northwest border of the city draws a thousand students from all over the metropolitan 
area. One special asset is that the school is within commuting distance of Princeton, so at 
least until this summer we can stay where we are. This is also an interim appointment, 
although if I want to stay on I may do so. Consequently I can follow up on other possibilit- 
ies under consideration. In the meantime, the work at the school sounds stimulating, 
rewarding, and like an opportunity for growth. 


Leaving Sewanee was, of course, painful, but we remain grateful for the close friends 
we made during our years there and for the many experiences of sharing in service which 
came our way. In the present tight housing market, we were glad to be able to sell our 
‘house to a family who truly appreciate it. Having spent so many years in Princeton, we have 
found the transition back here an easy cne. Cecily (13) and Peyton (11) are enjoying old 
friends and are doing well in school, choir, and creative theater. Mary as always is busy in 
church projects and homemaking. My greatest fun this fall has been singing in the Trinity 
Church choir and taking voice lessons, which I haven’t done since college. 


An amazing Christmas present arrived for me yesterday. As I opened the mail, I was 
moved to tears by the discovery of a letter from my best friend from early childhood 
days in Nanchang! Our cook, who lived with us, had three children who were just the ages 
of Lloyd, Kate, and myself. We grew up together like one family until in 1937 we were 
separated by war. The last I had heard from any of the Hsiungs was shortly after the 
Communists came to power nearly thirty years ago. Over the years I have thought of them 
constantly and wondered if I would ever again be in touch with them. Now out of the blue 
came this letter from the oldest son. Through incredibly roundabout ways, he had heard of 
my mother’s death this past February and acquired my address. After giving news of him- 
self and his family, he signed the letter to the three of us, ‘“‘As ever, Brothers and Sister in 
Christ, Your old friend, Hsiung Shih Fan’’. 


Miracles can happen at Christmas. May the joy of Christ’s love fill your life also.
